1 Use film with an ASA reading ol 64. set

2. For 100 ASA film shoot at 1/30 of a 
second using the widest lens opening. 
Hold steady I 

3. For 400 ASA, Fun Club Member, D.A. 
Gunn recommends you set your 
aperture al 2.8, camera set on auto, 
about 125 shutter speed (on manual).
